N isch, Serbia, May 3 (B y m ail to 
New York) 
The throw ing of hand 
bombs has been developed into one 
of the most form idable weapons of 
th© Serbian army. 
“A peasant in one of the southern 
Serbian provinces for exam ple,” says 
Dr. Hodge, ‘‘w ill be called to the col­ 
ors.

pecially effective in breaking down 
the barbed wire entanglem ents be­

One Austrian officer, a prisoner at 
Nisch, expressed to me as no one else 
possibly could the point of view of 
tho Austrians as regards these bombs 
as well as the ©mhacy of the bombs 
them selves.

M ackensen. 
Von 
L insingen 
is pushing the R ussians through the eastern G alicia into R us­ 
sian territory. 
Once over th eir own frontier, the R ussians w ill
